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MASSACHUSETTS  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  DROPS  TO  3.3  PERCENT  IN  AUGUST 


Massachusetts  posted  a  3.3  percent  unemployment  rate  in  August,  down 
from  3.7  percent  the  previous  month,  Marlene  B.  Seltzer,  Commissioner  of  the 
Department  of  Employment  and  Training  (D.E.T.)*,  announced  today. 

Preliminary  estimates  show  that  Massachusetts'  job  growth  remains 
healthy  at  slightly  more  than  2  percent  over  the  same  period  last  year,  adding 
between  65,000  and  70,000  new  jobs.    Between  July  and  August,  the  construction 
and  manufacturing  sectors  showed  the  largest  growth,  with  expected  seasonal 
increases.    All  other  sectors  remained  stable. 

The  eight-month  average  unemployment  rate  in  Massachusetts  was  3.2 
percent,  compared  to  3.4  for  the  same  period  in  1987.    According  to 
Commissioner  Seltzer,  "People  are  back  to  work  following  a  typically  slow 
business  period  in  mid-summer.    The  August  decline  in  unemployment  is,  in 
part,  a  reflection  of  seasonal  pick-up  as  workers  return  to  their  jobs." 

The  nation's  August  unemployment  rate  was  5.6  percent,  up  slightly 
from  July's  5.4  percent  rate.

Massachusetts'  unemployment  rate  dropped  to  3.0  percent  in  September, 
down  from  3.3  percent  the  previous  month,  Pamela  B.  Burns,  Deputy  Commissioner 
of  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Training  (D.E.T.)*,  announced  today.

Massachusetts  posted  a  3.3  percent  unemployment  rate  in  October, 
Marlene  B.  Seltzer,  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Training 
(D.E.T.)*,  announced  today.    Unemployment  in  September  was  3.0  percent.  The 
Massachusetts  rate  was  the  lowest  of  the  11  large  states. 


Seltzer.    "We've  added  approximately  70,000  new  jobs  over  the  last  year." 
Preliminary  estimates  show  that  Massachusetts'  annual  job  growth  rate  was 
slightly  better  than  2.0  percent  in  October.    The  construction  sector  has 
grown  the  fastest  over  the  year,  followed  by  the  finance,  insurance,  and  real 
estate  sector  and  the  service  sector. 

The  1988  ten-month  average  unemployment  rate  in  Massachusetts  was  3.2 
percent,  compared  to  3.3  for  the  same  period  in  1987.

Massachusetts  posted  a  4.0  percent  unemployment  rate  in  November,  Marlene  B. 
Seltzer,  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Training  (D.E.T.)*, 
announced  today.    Unemployment  in  October  was  3.3  percent. 

"We  continue  to  see  healthy  job  growth  in  Massachusetts,"  said  Seltzer.  "I'm 
optimistic  that  we'll  see  improvement  in  the  unemployment  rate  in  the  coming 
months,  reflecting  this  growth."    The  1988  11-month  average  unemployment  rate 
in  Massachusetts  was  3.3  percent,  virtually  unchanged  from  a  3.2  percent  rate 
for  the  same  period  in  1987. 

Preliminary  estimates  show  that  Massachusetts  added  approximately  70,000  new 
jobs  over  the  last  year.    All  industry  sectors  posted  job  gains,  with  the 
exception  of  construction  which  experienced  a  slight  seasonal  decline. 

October  unemployment  rates  (the  most  recent  numbers  available)  for  the  11 
largest  labor  market  areas  all  showed  declines  over  the  previous  month,  with 
four  areas  posting  rates  under  3  percent:    Worcester  (2.4),  Boston  (2.5), 
Salem-Gloucester  (2.6),  and  Springfield  (2.8).

Massachusetts'  December  unemployment  rate  dropped  to  3.4  percent,  down  from  4.0 
percent  the  month  before,  bringing  the  state's  annual  average  unemployment  rate  to 
3.3  percent  in  1988,  Departmpnt  of  Fmploympnt  and  Training  Commissioner  Marlene  B.

"The  six  month  average  indicates  that  the  Commonwealth  economy  is  still 
healthy,  even  as  it  slows  down  some,"    commented  French.    "In  June,  we  saw  an 
increase  in  labor  force  re-entrants,  which  are  people  with  work  experience  who 
recently  have  been  out  of  the  labor  market.    This  is  good  news  for  employers 
who  are  currently  hiring,"  he  added. 

French  also  announced  that  second  quarter  joblessness  for  minorities  decreased 
in  the  Commonwealth.

"The  overall  growth  rate  of  the  economy  has  slowed,  both  nationally  and  in 
Massachusetts,  and  this  is  reflected  in  the  unemployment  rate.  In 
Massachusetts,  however,  the  service  and  finance  sectors  are  continuing  to  grow 
at  a  strong  rate,"  French  said.    From  June  1988  to  June  1989,  the 
Massachusetts  service  sector  has  seen  a  healthy  growth  rate  of  3.8  percent, 
while  the  finance  sector  has  grown  3.9  percent  during  the  same  period  of  time.

"For  the  past  six  years,  Massachusetts  has  had  the  lowest  annual  average 
unemployment  rate  of  the  11  large  states,"  said  French.    "While  our  shift 
to  the  second  lowest  of  the  11  large  states  should  not  cause  alarm,  it 
sends  a  signal  that  we  in  government  and  business  need  to  work  even  harder 
to  maintain  the  vital  diversity  of  the  Massachusetts  economy,"  he  added. 

The  December  national  unemployment  rate  is  unchanged  from  the  revised 
November  rate  of  5.3  percent.    The  preliminary  1989  average  national 
unemployment  rate  is  5.3  percent.    Among  the  11  large  states,  preliminary 
estimates  for  the  year  indicate  that  the  North  Carolina  unemployment  rate 
is  lowest  with  an  annual  average  of  3.5  percent;    Massachusetts  is  second 
lowest  at  4.0  percent;    third  lowest  is  New  Jersey  at  4.1  percent;  and 
Michigan  is  highest  at  7.0  percent.

The  labor  force  in  April  totals  3,115,000,  down  from  3,145,000  in  March,  which 
is  a  drop  of  30,000.    The  number  of  employed  has  risen  from  2,841,000  in  March  to 
2,855,000,  a  gain  of  14,000  jobs.    The  number  of  unemployed  has  decreased  to  260,000 
from  304,000  in  March,  down  44,000. 

"Of  the  44,000  people  who  are  no  longer  unemployed,  one  out  of  three  have  found 
employment,  while  the  other  two  have  dropped  out  of  the  labor  force  completely," 
Nordberg  said. 

An  estimated  138,200  people  collected  unemployment  insurance  benefits  in  April, 
which  is  down  from  153,000  in  March  of  this  year  and  an  increase  of  19  percent  over 
last  year's  total  of  116,500. 

The  state's  yearly  job  loss  was  estimated  at  147,000  from  March  1990  to  March 
1991  with  the  trade  sector  continuing  to  show  the  sharpest  decline.    (See  chart  on 
reverse  side.)

The  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  rose  to  9.6  percent  In  May,  up  from  8.3 
percent  in  April,  Employment  and  Training  Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  announced 
today.    The  national  rate  also  increased,  up  from  6.6  percent  in  April  to  6.9 
percent  in  May. 

The  May  labor  force  totaled  3,130,000,  an  increase  of  15,000  from  last  month's 
total  of  3,115,000.    In  addition,  the  number  of  unemployed  increased  42,000  from 
last  month,  totaling  302,000  in  May  compared  to  260,000  in  April.    The  number  of 
employed  fell  from  2,855,000  in  April  to  2,828,000,  a  decrease  of  27,000. 

"The  increase  of  15,000  to  the  labor  force  and  42,000  to  the  total  unemployed 
indicates  that  many  job  seekers  —  predominantly  women  —  are  re-entering  the  job 
market  with  little  success  in  finding  employment."  Nordberg  said. 

Slightly  more  than  125,000  people  collected  unemployment  insurance  benefits  in 
May,  down  from  138,200  in  April.    In  addition  to  the  125,000  collecting  regular 
benefits,  approximately  30,000  people  collected  extended  benefits  in  May. 

The  state's  estimated  yearly  job  loss  was  148,600  from  April  1990  to  April 
1991.      (See  chart  on  reverse  side.)    The  numbers  of  people  filing  for  total 
unemployment  were  similarly  distributed  among  the  trade,  manufacturing,  construction 
and  service  sectors.

The  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  dropped  to  9.5  percent  in  June,  down  from 
9.6  percent  in  May,  Employment  and  Training  Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordbprg  annoiinred 
today.    The  national  rate  rose  for  the  first  time  in  five  years  to  7.0  percent  in 
June,  up  from  6.9  percent  in  May. 

"With  the  nation's  rate  continuing  to  rise  and  the  state's  six-month  average 
rate  at  9.2  percent,  it  appears  that  we  may  be  leveling  off,"  Nordberg  said. 

Slightly  more  than  120,000  people  collected  unemployment  insurance  benefits  in 
June,  up  from  103,000  a  year  ago.    In  addition  to  those  collecting  regular  benefits, 
approximately  26,000  claimants  collected  extended  benefits  in  June,  with  an 
estimated  50,000  collecting  over  the  entire  13-week  program.

Michigan  -  9.1;  California  -  8.2;  New  York  -  7.7;  Florida  -  7.5;  Illinois  -  7.3; 
Pennslyvania  -  6.7;  New  Jersey  -  6.6;  Ohio  -  6.4;  North  Carolina  -  6.2;  and  Texas  - 
5.6  percent. 

In  addition  to  the  state's  jobless  rate,  demographic  unemployment  rates  for  the 

second  quarter  of  1991  were  also  released  today.    The  majority  of  these  seasonally 
unadjusted  figures  declined  considerably  with  only  the  female  rate  rising  slightly: 
State  -  9.0  percent;  Male  -  9.8;    Female  -  8.2;  White  -  8.8;  Black  16.4;  Hispanic  - 
14.7;  and  16  -  19  -  15.5  percent. 

Despite  a  gain  of  7,700  jobs  over  the  month,  the  state's  yearly  job  loss  was 
estimated  at  157,500  from  May  1990  to  May  1991.

Massachusetts  posted  the  highest  rate  of  the  eleven  large  states.    The  rates  for 
the  remaining  ten  include:  Michigan  -  9.1  percent;  Florida  -  8.1;  New  York  -  7.5; 
California  -  7.3;    Pennsylvania  -  7.3;  Illinois  -  7.2;  Ohio  -  6.8;  New  Jersey  -  6.7; 
Texas  -  6.5;  and  North  Carolina  -  5.9  percent. 

The  estimated  118,000  people  who  collected  unemployment  insurance  benefits  in 
August  represents  a  13  percent  increase  over  last  year's  105,000,  the  lowest 
percentage  increase  of  benefit  recipients  since  January,  1991. 

The  state's  yearly  job  loss  was  estimated  at  157,600  from  July  1990  to  July  1991 
with  the  job  loss  in  both  the  construction  and  wholesale/retail  trade  sectors 
showing  some  signs  of  stabilizing.

Massachusetts'  unemployment  rate  remained  steady  in  September  at  9.2  percent, 
Employment  and  Training  Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  announced  today.    The  national 
rate  dropped  slightly  to  6.7  percent,  down  from  6.8  percent  in  August. 

"The  number  of  unemployed  in  Massachusetts,  although  still  high,  has  been 
relatively  stable  for  the  last  few  months,"  Nordberg  said.    "This  month,  we  saw  a 
slight  increase  in  the  number  of  new  entrants  and  re-entrants  into  the  labor  force." 

An  estimated  103,500  people  collected  unemployment  insurance  benefits  in 
September,  a  12  percent  increase  over  last  year's  total  of  92,700. 

The  rates  for  the  eleven  large  states  were:  Michigan  -  9.7  percent; 
Massachusetts  -  9.2;  Florida  -  8.0;  California  -  7.7;  Illinois  -  7.1;  New  York  and 
Pennslyvania  -  6.8;  Texas  -  6.6;  Ohio  -  6.4;  New  Jersey  -  6.2;  and  North  Carolina  - 
5.9  percent. 

Quarterly  demographic  rates  were  also  released  today.    (See  reverse  side.) 

The  state's  job  loss  was  estimated  at  152,900  from  August  1990  to  August  1991. 
(See  chart.)  Despite  a  total  monthly  job  loss  of  5,900,  business  services  continued 
to  show  growth,  adding  1,900  jobs. 

In  addition  to  unemployment  information,  Nordberg  also  announced  today  that  the 
current  $282  maximum  weekly  wage  now  paid  to  eligible  people  collecting  unemployment 
insurance  compensation  will  be  raised  to  $296.    The  rate  is  calculated  annually  to 
equal  57.5  percent  of  the  state's  average  weekly  wage.    This  past  year,  the  average 
weekly  wage  was  $515.52.    All  claimants  filing  unemployment  insurance  claims 
beginning  Monday,  October  7  may  be  eligible  to  receive  this  new  rate.

Massachusetts  posted  an  unemployment  rate  of  8.9  percent  in  October,  down 
slightly  from  Septembers's  rate  of  9.2  percent,  Employment  and  Training  Commissioner 
Nils  L.  Nordberg  announced  today.    The  national  rate  rose  from  September's  rate  of 
6.7  percent  to  6.8  percent. 

"With  the  number  of  people  working  increasing  for  the  past  two  months,  it 
appears  that  we  may  have  reached  a  plateau,"  Nordberg  said.    "Unemployment,  however, 
is  still  high." 

An  estimated  97,600  people  collected  unemployment  insurance  benefits  in  October, 
5,900  less  than  in  September,  but  3,300  more  claimants  than  in  October  of  1990. 
Initial  claims  were  down  for  the  eleventh  consecutive  week  at  8,900. 

The  rates  for  the  eleven  large  states  were:  Massachusetts  -  8.9  percent; 
Michigan  -  8.8;  Texas  -  7.9;  California  -  7.8;  Illinois  -  7.7;  Florida  and  New  York 
-  7.2;  New  Jersey  -  6.8;  Pennsyl vannia  -  6.5;  Ohio  -  5.5;  and  North  Carolina  -  5.3 
percent. 

The  state's  job  loss  was  estimated  at  152,000  from  September  1990  to  September 
1991,  down  slightly  from  last  month's  yearly  loss  of  155,700  jobs.  (See  reverse 
side.)

The  Massachusptts  unemnloympnt  rate  dropped  from  8.9  percent  in  October  to  8.5 
percent  in  November,  Employment  and  Training  Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  announced 
today.    The  national  rate  remained  steady  in  November  at  6.8  percent. 

"With  the  unemployment  rate  dropping  over  the  last  three  months  and  more  people 
finding  jobs  over  the  same  period,  we  are  optimistic,"    Nordberg  said.    "However,  we 
will  be  watching  closely  over  the  next  few  months  to  see  where  the  national  economy 
is  heading  and  what  impact  this  will  have  here  in  Massachusetts  ." 

An  estimated  103,800  people  collected  unemployment  insurance  benefits  in 
November,  up  three  percent  from  the  101,000  people  collecting  in  November  1990. 

The  rates  for  the  eleven  large  states  were:  Michigan  -  9.7  percent;  Illinois  and 
Massachusetts  -  8.5;  New  York  -  8.0;  California  -  7.4;  New  Jersey  and  Florida  -  7.1; 
Texas  -  6.6;  Pennsylvannia  -  6.5;  Ohio  -  5.6;  and  North  Carolina  -  5.5  percent.

The  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  rose  from  7.5  percent  in  February  to  9.1 
percent  in  March,  Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordbei^g  of  the  Department  of  Employment  and 
Training  (D.E.T.)  announced  today.    The  national  rate  remained  steady  at  7.3  percent 
in  March. 

Despite  the  sharp  rise  in  the  monthly  rate,  the  average  state  unemployment  rate 
for  the  first  quarter  of  1992  was  8.2  percent,  down  from  both  the  fourth  quarter 
1991  average  of  8.8  percent  and  the  first  quarter  1991  average  of  8.9  percent. 

"This  one-month  rise  in  the  unemployment  rate  is  not  an  indicator  that  the 
improvement  we  have  seen  over  the  last  five  months  is  over,"  Nordberg  said.  "The 
three-month  average  of  8.2  percent  is  a  better  indicator  that  our  economy  is  still 
moving  in  the  right  direction." 

Nordberg  also  added  that  the  number  of  people  filing  initial  claims  for 
unemployment  insurance  benefits  continues  to  decline.    For  the  week  ending  March  28, 
initial  claims  was  8,568  —  below  last  year's  9,510  and  similar  to  two  years  ago, 
when  initial  claims  totaled  8,340.

PERCENT  IN  APRIL;  U.S.  AT  7.2  PERCENT 


The  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  dropped  from  9.1  percent  in  March  to  8.6 
percent  in  April,  Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  of  the  Department  of  Employment  and 
Training  (D.E.T.)  announced  today.    The  national  rate  also  dropped  from  7.3  percent 
to  7.2  percent. 

"This  drop  in  the  rate  is  an  encouraging  adjustment  to  last  month's  sharp 
increase,"    Nordberg  said.    "However,  we  continue  to  focus  on  the  downward  trend  of 
the  moving,  three-month  average  unemployment  rate  (February  -  April),  shifting  from 
8.9  percent  in  1991  to  8.4  percent  this  year." 

Nordberg  added  that  the  number  of  people  filing  unemployment  insurance  benefit 
claims  dropped  to  108,700  in  April  ~  down  14  percent  over  the  month,  from  126,500 
claimants  in  March  —  and  21  percent  over  the  year,  from  138,200  claimants  in  April 
1991.    In  addition,  78,000  people  are  currently  collecting  federal  unemployment 
insurance  benefits. 

The  unemployment  rates  for  the  remaining  ten  large  states  in  April  were:

MASSACHUSETTS'  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  DROPS  TO  8.3  PERCENT 
IN  MAY;  U.S.  UP  TO  7.5  PERCENT 


Employment  and  Training  Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  announced  today  that  the 
Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  dropped  to  8.3  percent  in  May  —    down  from  8.6 
percent  in  April  and  down  over  a  percentage  point  from  last  May's  rate  of  9.4 
percent.    The  national  rate  rose  over  the  month,  from  7.2  percent  in  April  to  7.5 
percent  in  May. 

"In  addition  to  a  lower  unemployment  rate,  39,000  more  people  are  working  this 
month  than  last  month,    Nordberg  said. 

Nordberg  added  that  evidence  of  a  positive  trend  can  be  seen  in  the  8.3  percent 
average  unemployment  rate  for  the  first  five  months  of  1992,  down  from  8.9  percent 
in  1991. 

The  number  of  people  receiving  benefits  dropped  to  98,400  in  May,  down  21 
percent  from  125,200  in  May  1991.    The  number  collecting  federal  emergency 
unemployment  compensation  also  dropped  to  74,000  in  May,  down  from  80,000  in  April. 

The  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  ranked  fourth  highest  among  the  eleven  large 
states  this  month.    The  rates  for  the  remaining  ten  states  in  May  were:  New  Jersey  - 
9.0  percent;  California  -  8.7;  Michigan  -  8.6;  Illinois  -  8.0;  Florida  and  New  York 
-  7.9;  Pennsylvania  7.8;  Texas  -  7.5;  Ohio  -  7.3;  and  North  Carolina  -  5.7  percent. 

Yearly  job  estimates  for  the  month  of  April  were  also  released  last  week, 
showing  a  seasonal  1 v-adiusted  job  gain  of  1,300  jobs  over  the  month  and  a  loss  of 
47,800  jobs  over  the  year.    (See  reverse  side.)

Employment  and  Training  Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  announced  today  that  the 
Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  rose  to  8.8  percent  in  June  —    up  from  8.3  percent 
in  May.    The  national  rate  also  increased  over  the  month  from  7.5  percent  in  May  to 
7.8  percent  in  June  —  the  highest  level  in  eight  years. 

"Despite  this  increase  in  the  unemployment  rate,  we  are  seeing  some  positive 
indicators  behind  this  monthly  percentage,"    Nordberg  said.

Employment  and  Training  Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  announced  today  that  the 
Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  was  8.4  percent  in  October,  down  from  8.6  in 
September.    The  national  rate  dropped  to  7.4  percent  in  October  from  September's  7.5. 

"In  spite  of  layoffs  in  some  large  companies,  there  still  appears  to  be  hiring 
activity  in  small  to  medium  size  companies,  absorbing  many  unemployed  workers." 
Nordberg  said. 

Nordberg  added  that  an  estimated  71,000  people  collected  unemployment  insurance 
benefits  in  October,  a  14  percent  decrease  from  last  month's  83,000  total  and  a  27 
percent  decrease  from  the  97,600  people  collecting  in  October  1991.    In  addition  to 
regular  benefits,  an  estimated  55,000  unemployed  collected  emergency  unemployment 
compensation  in  October. 

Massachusetts  ranked  fourth  highest  among  the  eleven  large  states  in  October.

Employment  and  Training  Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  announced  today  that  the 
Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  rose  to  9.0  percent  in  November,  up  from  8.4  percent 
in  October.    The  national  rate  dropped  to  7.2  percent  over  the  month,  down  from  7.4 
percent  in  October. 

Despite  this  monthly  increase,  the  11 -month  average  unemployment  rate  remained 
at  8.4  percent,  down  from  last  year's  9.0  percent  average  rate. 

"The  good  news  this  month  is  that  more  people  are  working  and  looking  for 
work,"    Nordberg  said.    "However,  the  fact  remains  that  there  are  currently  not 
enough  jobs  to  absorb  these  new  entrants." 

Nordberg  added  that  an  estimated  75,900  people  collected  unemployment  insurance 
benefits  in  November,  a  27  percent  decrease  from  the  103,800  people  collecting  in 
November  1991.    In  addition  to  regular  benefits,  an  estimated  59,100  unemployed 
collected  emergency  unemployment  compensation  in  November. 

Massachusetts'  unemployment  rate  was  second  highest  among  the  eleven  large 
states  in  November.    The  monthly  rates  for  the  remaining  ten  states  were:  California 
-  10.1  percent;  New  Jersey  -  8.7;  New  York  -  8.0;  Michigan  -  7.9;  Texas  -  7.6; 
Florida  -  7.5;  Ohio  -  7.4;  Pennsylvania  -  7.1;  Illinois  -  6.2  percent  and  North 
Carolina  --  5.9  percent.

Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  of  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Training 
(D.E.T.)  announced  today  that  the  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  rose  to  6.5 
percent  in  April,  up  slightly  from  6.4  percent  in  March.    The  national  rate  remained 
steady  for  the  third  consecutive  month  at  7.0  percent. 

In  the  first  four  months  of  1993,  the  average  state  unemployment  rate  was  7.2 
percent,  down  significantly  from  the  four-month  average  of  8.3  percent  in  1992. 

"Despite  a  slight  increase  in  the  monthly  rate,  we  are  seeing  significant 
improvement  in  the  employment  picture  over  the  year,  with  76,000  more  people  working 
in  1993  and  62,000  less  unemployed,"  Nordberg  said. 

In  April,  78,100  people  collected  regular  unemployment  insurance  benefits,  down 
23  percent  from  the  101,300  collecting  in  April  1992.    An  additional  41,000  people 
collected  emergency  unemployment  compensation. 

The  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  was  tied  for  second  lowest  among  the  eleven 
large  states  in  April.    The  monthly  rates  for  the  remaining  ten  states  were:  New 
Jersey  -  9.1  percent;  California  -  8.6;  Illinois  -  8.1;  New  York  -  7.0;  Michigan  and 
Texas  —  6.7;  Florida  and  Pennsylvania-  6.6;  Ohio  -  6.5;and  North  Carolina  -  5.5 
percent. 

Yearly  job  estimates  for  the  month  of  March  were  also  released  last  week, 
showing  a  loss  of  nearly  14,000  jobs  over  the  month.    (See  reverse  side.)

The  eight-month,  collective  average  rate  for  1993  was  6.9  percent,  down 
significantly  from  the  eight-month  average  of  8.4  percent  in  1992. 

"This  slight  rise  in  the  unemployment  rate  is  due  to  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  people  looking  for  jobs,"  Nordberg  said.    "Of  the  38,000  new 
entrants  into  the  labor  force,  15,000  found  employment,  with  the  remainder 
still  looking." 

During  the  month  of  August,  an  average  of  70,200  people  per  week  collected 
regular  unemployment  insurance  benefits,  down  24  percent  from  the  92,500 
collecting  in  August,  1992.    An  additional  36,600  people  per  week  collected 
emergency  unemplovment  compensation  during  the  month,  decreasing  28  percent 
from  51,000  in  August,  1992. 

The  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  was  fourth  lowest  among  the  eleven 
large  states  in  July.    The  monthly  rates  for  the  remaining  ten  states  were: 
California  -  9.0  percent;  New  York  -  7.9;  Illinois  -  7.6;  Pennsylvania  -  7.5; 
Texas  -  7.2;  Florida  and  New  Jersey  -  7.1;  Michigan  -  6.5;  Ohio  -  5.6;  and

Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  of  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Training 
(D.E.T.)  announced  today  that  the  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  rose  from 
7.0  percent  in  August  to  7.2  percent  in  September.    The  national  rate  remained 
steady  at  6.7  percent. 

"This  slight  increase  in  the  unemployment  rate  is  partly  due  to  23,000 
people  entering  the  labor  force  during  the  month,"  Nordberg  said.    "We  are, 
however,  still  seeing  98,000  more  people  working  this  year  than  one  year  ago." 

During  the  month  of  September,  an  average  of  62,900  people  per  week 
collected  regular  unemployment  insurance  benefits,  down  24  percent  from  the 
83,000  collecting  in  September,  1992.    An  additional  33,600  people  per  week 
collected  emergency  unemployment  compensation  during  the  month,  decreasing  52 
percent  from  70,400  in  September,  1992. 

(  The  September  rates  for  the  remaining  ten  large  states  are:  California  - 

9.4  percent;  Illinois  -  8.5;  New  Jersey  -  7.7;  Ohio  -  7.3;  New  York  -  7.1; 

Pennsylvania  -  6.9;  Michigan  -  6.7;  Texas  -  6.6;  Florida  -  6.4;  and  North 

j  Carolina  -  4.2  percent. 

Nordberg  also  announced  that  a  comprehensive  report  on  Massachusetts  job 
totals  --  based  on  quarterly  information  provided  by  employers  to  D.E.T.-- 
shows  an  over-the-year  job  increase  for  the  second  consecutive  quarter.  This 
employment  report  will  be  released  Tuesday,  October  12,  and  on  the  last 
Tuesday  of  each  quarter  thereafter.

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MASSACHUSETTS'   UNEMPLOYMENrTTSROPS  TO  5 . 2  PERCENT 
IN  SEPTEMBER;   U.S.   AT  5.9  PERCENT 

Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  of  the  Department  of  Employment  and 
Training  (D.E.T.)  announced  today  that  the  Massachusetts  unemployment 
rate  tor  September  was  5.2  percent  —  down  from  5.9  in  August.  The 
national  rate  also  dropped  —  down  to  5.9  from  6.1  percent. 

"This  is  the  eighth  consecutive  month  that  we  have  been  at  or 
below  the  national  average  and  we  now  have  the  second  lowest 
unemployment  of  the  eleven  large  states,"  Nordberg  said.   "This  monthly 
survey,  conducted  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau,  shows  more  people  working 
and  fewer  unemployed,  combining  for  a  lower  rate  for  September." 

The  September  rates  for  the  remaining  ten  large  states  were: 
California  -  8.3  percent;  Florida  -  6.7;  New  Jersey  -  6.7; 
Pennsylvania  -  6.7;  New  York  -  6.2;  Texas  -  6.2;  Illinois  -  5.7; 
Michigan  -  5.5;  Ohio  -  5.5;  and  North  Carolina  -  5.1  percent. 

Nordberg  noted  that  the  payroll  survey  of  Massachusetts  employers 
for  August  shows  an  estimated  total  of  2,941,600  jobs  —  81,300  more 
than  in  August  of  1993.     The  services  industry  sector  reached 
1,013,400  jobs,  surpassing  the  one-million  level  for  the  third 
consecutive  month.     (See  reverse  side.) 

In  addition  to  unemployment  information,  Nordberg  also  announced 
that  the  $325  maximum  weekly  wage  paid  to  people  collecting 
unemployment  insurance  compensation  has  been  raised  to  $336.     The  rate 
is  calculated  annually  to  egual  57.5  percent  of  the  state's  average 
weekly  wage,  which,  this  past  year,  was  $585.66  —  the  second 
consecutive  year  in  which  the  increase  exceeded  the  national  rate  of 
inflation.     Claimants  who  filed  insurance  claims  beginning  Monday, 
October  3  may  be  eligible  to  receive  the  new  rate.

Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  of  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Training 
(D.E.T.)  announced  today  that  the  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  for  October  is  6.4 
percent,  which  ranks  in  the  middle  of  the  eleven  large  states.  The.  U.S.  rate  is  5.8  percent. 
The  three-month  average  in  Massachusetts  stands  at  5.9  percent,  equal  to  the  three-month, 
national  average. 

"This  monthly  survey,  conducted  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau,  indicates  that  an 
improving  economy  has  prompted  more  people  to  search  for  jobs  throughout  the  state," 
said  Nordberg.  "This  number  also  represents  an  increase  in  the  number  of  temporary 
layoffs  due  to  seasonal  employment." 

Nordberg  noted  that  the  payroll  survey  of  Massachusetts  employers  for  September  shows 
an  estimated  total  of  2,941,800  jobs,  75,600  more  than  in  September  of  1993.  The  services

Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  of  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Training 
(D.E.T.)  aimounced  today  that  the  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  for  November  was 
5.5  percent  ~  down  from  6.4  in  October.  The  national  rate  was  5.6  percent  —  down 
from  October's  5.8  percent. 

"The  year-to-date  average  unemployment  rate  in  Massachusetts  is  6.0  percent, 
compared  to  6. 1  for  the  U.S.,  and  our  three-month  average  of  5.7  matches  that  of  the 
U.S.,"  Nordberg  said.
